Leadership Ruins Ger- 
many, Russia and China * 
Become World Leaders 


The Belle Glade Lions club 
Wednesday had as its honored 
guest speaker, Congressman 
Dwight Rogers of Ft Lauderdale 
This is his first publie appear- 
ance before tis constituents here 
since he assumed the duties as 
Congressman from the Sixth 
Florida district in the National 
capitol. 

His appearance was of such 
import that the club invited in 
a number of guests, including 
Rotarians, to hear his address 
and it was with i 
that the entire assemblage list- 
ened to his very excellent ad- 
dress, 3 

Chairman Earwood made & 
most fitting introduction of the 
guest speaker and complimented 
him highly upon his record in 
Washington, to which the speak- 
er acknowledged the compli- 
ments, 

Congressman Rogers stated 
that he always had been inter- 
ested in the Glades and would 
continue to be so so long as he 
could be of service. “Out here 
you are a progressive people and 
have a greater opportunity for 
future than any other por- 
tion of the state.
